unsound. The taxation of the Kas} isnot op_ 
pressive because it is direct, but because ‘ the 
sgnorant-and fanatical populations’’ have no 
voice either in the method by which they are 
“Geked, or in what way ihe money they con- 
tribute to the public revenue is expended. 
They are sabjected tos system of tazation 
without representation, and it was the at- 
tempt made by the Imperial Goverament to 
saddle such a system upon the people of the 
eld colonies, that led to the declaration of 
independence in 1776. We are told by our 
uéighbor that ‘direct taxation bas always 


“been opposed in Europe, where enlighten- 


ment and a proper appreciation of the rights 
end@ liberties of a free people makes this kind 
of impost repuguant to their feelings.’’ Bat 
the trash is, the more enlightened people 
have become ow the subject of taxation, the 
more strongly do they prefer the direct over 
the indirect system. The argument of the 
@uerdian is based apon the idea that “ if ig- 
Dorance be bliss ‘tis folly to be wise.’’ Under 
a direct system of taxation, every men knows 
just bow much of a tax be has got to pay,acd 
what be pays it for; and every man is: made 
tw bear his fair proportion of the public bur- 
den, according to his income and the worth 
of his ;roperty. Is our contemporary pre- 
pared to call in question the justice and 
_ equity of such a system? Is it fair that the 
man who by the sweat of his brow can barely 
provide the necessaries of life for himself and 
his family, should be compelled to contribute 
as much, frequently « great deal more, to the 
- revenue of the country, asthe millionaire 
“who Tives in idle luxury ? “And this is 
just the way the enlightened (7) in- 
direct system of taxation operates. 
Phe cooly indirect method of taza- 
tion that we are familiar with, is that ofa 
enstoms tariff upon imports, It isa system 
invented by the enlightened and wealthy 
Classes to escape the payment of their fair 
proportion of the geacra] taxation, on the 
basis of their wealth, and sbuffle it on to the 
backs of their poorer neighbors. And this ig 
ing an inspost on almost 
everything we eat and drink and wear. Itis 
because people do not realize that on every 
pound of tea they consume and every piece 
of garment they wear they pay a tax of so 
much to the Government, that they do not 
eomplain;-but they really suffer none the 
less on that account. To illustrate; Say a 
man of family consumes on an average one 
—pound of tea per week, the invoice cost of 
which was 75 cents. On every pound of 
that tea be pays a duty of 18} cents, or $9 50 
per gantm on the item of tea alone. Now, 
if that same man had to pay $9 50 of a direct 
tax for any purpose whatever, the chances 
are be would make no small noise about it 
before parting with bis money ; and yet this 
is probably not a tithe of what he annually 
peys under a system of indirect taxation. 
He pays it, however, in such driblets that be 
does not feel it—and ag the eye does not see 
it the beart does not grieve for it ; but he is 
nevertheless the victim of excessive taxation. 
Nof, if the two dollars poll-tax for road per- 
poses, about which our contemporary makes 
* such an ado, weré collected by some indirect 
fp Progess, go that people would pay without 
knowing it, we should have no complaint 
about it ; but according to the Guardian, the 
bardsbip consists not so much in the tax it- 
self as inthe manner of collecting it, Roads 
must be made throughout the country, as an 


. eccammodation for all classes of the people, | 


‘and as every man has more or_less occasion 
to usé the public highways, and as all are 
daterested in the opening up of the country, 
)We see Bo good reason why every man in the 
country should not contribute at least two 
dollars per annum toward the accomplish- 
ment of so very desirable an object. The 
Guardian says; “That direct taxation should 
be adopted here, and in such an unpopular 
form as that of @ road tax,’can only bave 
@risen trom one of two causes, either from 
total ignorance of the theory and practice of 
(agation, or 6 wanton and highly culpable 
disregard of everything relating to popular 
government.” Now, all this sounds very 
well, but after all it is the veriest claptrap.

Evtros Sraxpaep;: Last year this useful 
and excellent system of sending cheaply by 
mail—25 cents per potnd,—small parcels not 
etceeding-four pounds in weight, from Victo- 
ria to Cariboo and way places, proved a great 
boon to the people in the interior of British 
Qolumbia, and was maroon nese 
by them. Suddenly, about November, to the 
surprise and disgust of traders, farmera acd 
others, an order was issued by the postal au- 
thorities for its discontinuance antil April, 
1873. 

At the time it wes alleged ag a reason for 
the order, ‘‘that in winter navigation of the 
Fraser was occasionally difficuls.’’ A sorry 
excuse ; but even if a good one, why, I would 
ask, was the order’ extended and operative 
above the bead of nayigation—Yale? from 
which place, right through to Cariboo, there 
is a splendid wagon road. 

Such, bewever, was the case,and for about 
five monthg—nearly half the year,—the peo- 
ple in the iiterior of British Colambia, from 
Yale to Cariboo, were deprived of the advae- 
tages in this regard, enjoyed I believe, thro* 
the length and breadth of the Eastern Proy- 
inces. 

My object in writing this letter is to call 
the attention of the public to the subject, in 
order that their representatives,—who are 
about leaving for Ottawa—may be instracted 
as to their opinions and feelings in the mat- 
ter, a8 it is not unreasonable to: demand ,— 


when practicable,—the same postal righ's |. 


and privileges a8 are enjoyed by our more 
favored brethren in the East. 

As you are aware, sir, the Dominion Gov- 
erument now pays a mail subsidy of $22,000 
per annum, for the weekly service between 
Yale aad Cariboo,—an excessive price,— 
judging by offers made for it, one of which 
was made by well known, good and respon- 
sible men, for $15,500 per anpum,—just 
$6,500 Jess than is paid to Mesers. F. J. Bar- 
nard & Ce., the present contractors! When 
we consider this fact, the comparatively 
enormous price paid for the service, we have 
a right to expect, iustead of being contracted, 
that it should be extended. 

In the spring of the present year, the far- 
mers in the interior of British Columbia bad, 
in consequence, to pay heavy express rates, 
in order to obtain from Victoria their parcels 
of seeds, etc , ae the service did ot again 
come in operation until April—too late to be 
of much ase to them. 

I would farther call your attention to the 
fact that in addition to the inconvenience 
and extra cost to the public which it caused, 
the loss to the: Dominion Treasury for five 
months mast have been quite a considera- 
tou, 

From the above detailed fects you will see 


}that the people of British Columbia have 


good and just grounds for complaint of the 
treatment they received in this matter. 

The report—at the time current—that 
“wire pulling’’ bad caused the suspension of 
this service, might cr might not have beeo 
correct ; if true, then we have good reason to 
anticipate that s similar attempt will be 
made thig year.
